Columbia, Mo., June 19.—Soybeans 
have gained a r e m a r k a b l e popularity 
in Missouri within the last few years, 
according to W 
C. Etheridge, pro- 
lessor ot Field Crops in the College 
of Agriculture of the L niversity of 
Missouri. 
T h e rise in local popularity 
of the soybean i> due, Prof. Ether- 
n d g e thinks, solely to their merits. 
A larger yield to the acre than any 
other legume crop, a greater yield 01 
hay than any other legume crop, and 
the quality of producing the needed 
crop of legume ha 
on any land in 
the state not quite fertile enough for 
good crops of ha 
and alfalfa, are 
some of the merit 
of the soybean. It 
will also fit into any crop rotation 
tandard in Missouri. 
It needs no 
special soil and leave- the land in line 
condition. 
Since they are n markably drought 
resisting they .can be planted from 
corn pTitnting time o near the first of 
July. 
F o r this rea on, they make an 
ideal catch crop that can be planted 
on wheat and oat 
tubble, and in the 
failure of those crop . the lan(l can 9^ 
caught with a full crop of soybeans if 
planted any time between early su m ­ 
mer and July 1. 
Possibly more important than any 
other reason for the popularity of the 
soybean is the fact that it has no 
special enemies at the present time in 
Missouri, either in-cct or disease. 
The soybean wa 
originally grow n 
in the Asiatic countries, from, where 
it was introduced into Europe and 
America. At t h e ‘‘Made in-Manchuria 
banquet at the clo-c of Journalism 
week, soybean products hgurcd in the 
menu. T h e soybean is 
f©\vn at p r e s ­ 
ent extensively in Manchuria. 
During 
the recent war soybean products were 
the chief articles ot export from Asia, 
and were the chief article - of import 
on the Pacific coast of the United 
States. 
It is said that the amount of 
these articles brou ht into Seatt!e was 
so great as to make that port nearly 
the greatest import point on A m eri­ 
ca’s coast during thi war. 


the silo, says V C. Ragsdale, head of 
the dairy departm ent at the Missouri 
College of Agriculture, is its wide­ 
spread adoption by the best farmers 
in the country after the practical test 
of 40 years.

day equal to a layer of at least two 
inches over the entire surface. 
Silage 
keeps better in a deep silo than in a 
shallow cne because it is m ore firmly 
packed and at the same time more 
; feed can be stored in the sam e space. 
Except with a very large herd it is 
I not advisable to build a silo more 
than 16 feet in diameter. 
If more 
! capacity is needed it is best to build 
: another silo. 
Succe-sful sllo.s have been built in 
a variety of way - with various types 
! of doors, different forms of roofs, etc., 
and of a variety of materials includ- 
! ing wooden 
staves, concrete, wood 
plastered with cement, tile, brick and 
iron, but this a matter that may be 
left entirely to the choice of the per­ 
son having the silo built.
